Fall Primary List 
is Announced 

No Endorsements By 
Republican Committee 

Organization of the regular Repub- 
licans of Narberth in anticipation of the 
fall primary election was made this 
week when the six committeemen and 
committeewomen met Monday at Elm 
Hall. 

No news has percolated forth from 
the Democratic camp as yet, concern- 
ing their plans for the fall. The Re- 
publicans, however, have definitely de-. 
clared their intention to keep "hands 
off" in the load primary scrap. Their 
statement follows: 

"The Republican Committee of Nar- 
berth at a meeting held Monday eve- 
ning:, June 15, definitely decided that, 
at the coming primaries, the committee 
as a whole will not endorse the candi- 
dacy of any particular individual for 
borough office. This leaves it squarely 
up to the individual candidates at the 
primaries. At the election, of course, 
the regular Republican nominees wili 
receive the full support of the commit- 
tee. 

"Candidates for the following offices 
will be voted upon: 

"Three Judges of Election, for a 
term of two years. 

"Three Inspectors of Election (three 
Republican, three Democrat), for a 
term of two years. 

"One Assessor of Real Estate, for a 
term of two years. 

"Three Registry Assessors, for a 
term of two years. 

"Four Councilmen, for a term of four 
years. 

"One Burgess, for a term of four 
vears. 

"One Tax Collector, for a term of 
four years. 

"One Auditor, for a term of four 
years. 

"One Justice of the Peace, for a 
term of six years. 

"Two School Directors, for a term 
of six years. 

"Candidates should not circulate 
their petitions before July 9. The fol- 
lowing members of the committee will 
be glad to present blank forms of peti- 
tion to any candidate seeking office: 

"Signed: (Mrs. L. C.) Carrie R. 
Douglass and W. S. Thompson, 
First District; Charles V. Noel and 
Mrs. E. C. Town, Second District; 
Mrs. Bobb Downs and J. B. Nesper, 
Third District."

Street- Paving Preliminaries 
Now Under Way 



Concerted Action by Property Owners Nec- 
essary to Avoid Delays in Work 



Borough officials are now in the 
midst of the work involved in getting 
the big street paving project under 
way. Many preliminaries have been 
carried out, but important steps must 
be taken which if delayed will hold 
up the entire program. 

The most important of these pre- 
liminaries deals with the curbing which 
must be laid before the street is be- 
gun. This installation is strictly up to 
the abutting property owner. Notice 
has been served on the properties in- 
volved and in many cases work is be- 
ing started. 

The Good Roads Company, success- 
ful bidders for the road work, have 
made an offer for the completion of the 
curbing work which brings the unit 
cost down lower . than a property 
owner can secure through a separate 
contractor. To take advantage of this, 
however, will require concerted action, 
as the work must be done in large sec- 
tions in order to justify the use of the 
special machinery. 

The need for haste in completing 
the curbing was brought out by Wal- 
ton M. Wentz, chairman of the High- 
way Committee of Council, when he 
stated this week: 

"The most important thing now is 
to get the curb set along the streets 
to be improved. Notices concerning 
the laying of sidewalks and curbs have 
been sent out, and it is very gratifying 
to the Highway Committee to see this 
work going on. A number of the 
property owners are banding together 
and taking advantage of the offer of 
the Good Roads Company to do this 
work for them. If anyone is unable 
to make other arangements, it would 
be to their advantage to get in touch 
with Mr. Suplec, the street commis- 
sioner, through whom they can get 
the work done by the Good Roads 
Company. 

"For this purpose, a special account 
has been opened at the Narberth Na- 
tional Bank, through which payments 
can be made. This was necessary 
because of the fact that the sidewalk 
and curb work, in the eyes of the law, 
is a personal affair between the con- 
tractor and the property owner, and 
one in which the borough cannot take 
a part. 

"I think, as a business proposition, 
the attitude of the Good Roads Com- 
pany to require half of the payment 
before work is started, with the under- 
standing that the balance of the ac- 
count be paid within ten days after 
the Highway Committee has approved 
the work as being O. K., is very fair. 
With this before us, there ought to be 
no occasion for any property owner 



to allow the work to go by default. 

"The road improvement work can- 
not be started on any stretch of street 
until the curbs, at least, have been 
placed." 

A plan for financing the work was 
evolved by Street Commissioner 
George B. Suplee, who secured the 
permission of the Highway Committee 
for him to open a special account at 
the Narberth National Bank. In this 
will be deposited the advance payments 
by the property owners on the curb 
and sidewalk work, and from account 
the contractors will be paid. The bor- 
ough cannot finance such work. 

Enough property owners have al- 
ready expressed their desire to join in 
with the rest in the plan, that the Good 
Roads people will be able shortly to 
bring out their machinery for curbing. 
The gutters will be laid as a continuous 
part of the new road surface when this 
is paved. 

Another preliminary to the actual 
paving will be taken care of in the next 
few days when a contract will be 
signed for the construction of the 
necessary new sewers. This will also 
be awarded to the Good Roads Com- 
pany, the lowest bidders. 

Difficulties in the maintenance of the 
Conway avenue sewer have been ex- 
perienced on account of the presence 
of a row of willow trees, whose roots 
grow into the pipes, often blocking 
them entirely. Both the Shade Tree 
Commission and Council are in favor 
of taking out the trees and this will 
probably be clone in connection with 
the new work. 

Some weeks ago cards of inquiry 
were sent to the signers of the paving 
petitions, asking for information on 
their deeds, to expedite the work of 
verifying the signatures. In maiiy 
cases these cards have not been re- 
turned, which has made it necessary 
for Borougli Solicitor Stitcs to do a 
lot of searching in Norristown, all of 
which further delays the work. 

In checking up the petitions, also, 
it was found that in the case of some 
of the streets in the paving program- 
not enough signatures had been ob- 
tained for the petitions. In such cases 
additional names will have to be ob- 
tained before work can be undertaken. 

The Highway Committee has an- 
nounced that where not enough names 
were signed, the streets involved would 
be relegated to the end of the list of 
those to be worked on. If funds run 
out before they are reached, the resi- 
dents will be "out of luck." Any money 
remaining will be placed in a fund to 
pave such streets after the necessary 
conditions have been complied with. 



Local Musician To 
Head Orchestra 



Adolph Vogel Will Lead 
at U. of P. 



Adolph Vogel, of Avon road, has 
won new musical honors in his appoint- 
ment by the University of Pennsylva- 
nia as conductor of the Instrumental 
Club. 

The new leader will succeed J. W. F. 
Leman.- Mr. Leman was appointed 
after the death of Hedda Van Den 
Beemt, who had succeeded the' late 
Burton P. Scales. The position is one 
of considerable importance in musical 
circles. 

Mr. Vogel is well-known to many 
Narberth residents as the organizer, 
and leader of the Main Line Orchestra 
of Ardmorc, which, through his efforts, 
has reached unusual heights of excel- 
lence as an amateur body. He has 
also, for the past four years, been a 
member of the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra as 'cellist. 

In addition to these positions, Mr. 
Vogel is managing director of the Main 
Line School of Music at Ardmore, and 
last year played with the Fairmount 
Park Orchestra and with the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. 

He is a graduate of the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music in the 
'cello soloist course under Josef Adam- 
owski, where he received honors in 
theoretical work, ensemble playing and 
public prformance, in the class of 1915. 

During the world war Mr. Vogel 
served as assistant bandmaster at Camp 
Hingham, Mass. He was also 'cellist 
in Admiral Wood's private trio, giving 
many concerts for the benefit of the 
Red Cross. 

For two years he was a member of 
the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra 
under Eugene Ysayc, and appeared as 
soloist with that organization. Four 
years ago he joined the Philadelphia 
Orchestra. 



SHORT TRIAL FOR NEGRO 
WHO PEDDLED BOOTLEG 

Donaghy Claims Boro Cook Worst 
Main Line Bootlegger. 

Perhaps the shortest trial of a case in 
Criminal Courts of Montgomery county 
was that in which Percy Bolan, of Ard- 
more, was found guilty of bottlegging. 

Bolan is a Negro. He worked as a 
cook in Narberth until four months ago, 
when, according to his story, he became 
ill. 

"I wasn't feeling very well, and, as 
my wife was working, I figured I could 
just walk around until it was time for 
me to go to the seashore to work." 

The Lower Merion police declared that 
in his perambulations he toted a bottle 
or two of liquor in his clothes and sold 
it by the drink or pint. They instructed 
Walter Brown to buy a half-pint from 
Bolan. Brown testified he paid Bolan 
$1 for the half-pint of whisky. Then he 
turned the liquor over to the police, who 
arrested Bolan. 

Bolan went on the witness stand and 
declared he never saw Brown and never 

The jury didn't take the trouble to 
leave the box to find Bolan guilty and 
.'!0 minutes after the trial was started, 
the testimony heard and the verdict ren- 
dered, Bolan was on his way to jail to 
serve six months imposed by Judge Mil- 
ler, who also required Bolan to pay the 
costs and a $100 fine. 

Police Chief Donaghy went on the 
witness stand and declared Bolan to be 
one of the worst bootleggers along the 
Main Line.

An effort is being made by resi- 
dents of Gladwyne to have'that com- 
munity's name changed back to 
Merion Square.

Scholarship Given 
to Miss Bigelow 



L. M. Alumni to Increase 
Fund to $20,000 

Plans for increasing its scholarship 
fund from the present $5000 to $20,000 
and the awarding of its two scholarships 
for the coming year were made by the 
Lower Merion High School Alumni As- 
sociation at meetings held the past week. 
A slap was also taken at the school au- 
thorities for their persistent refusals of 
requests for a football game between 
Lower Merion and Norristown High. 

The scholarships for 1925-26 were 
awarded at a meeting of the Scholar- 
ship Committee in the high school in 
Ardmore Tuesday night. This commit- 
tee, which is made up of Principal 
Charles B. Pennypacker, Representative 
Ludlow, President Richard J. Hamilton, 
of the Ardmore Chamber of Commerce; 
President Adolph Schaefer and Secretary 
Mildred Wolf, of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, awarded the scholarship which 
went to the graduating class of 1925, to 
Miss Edith A. Bigelow, of Ardmore. 

Miss Bigelow ranked third in her 
class which graduated from Lower Mer- 
ion High last Friday night, and was the 
highest of the seven graduates who ap- 
plied for the scholarship. She plans to 
enter the School of Education at the 
University of Pennsylvania in the fall. 

Following its plans of granting one 
scholarship to the graduating class and 
one to previous graduates who have won 
a graduating scholarship, the committee 
granted Girard Ruddick, also of Ard- 
more, a scholarship for his third year 
at Swarthmore.
